in twenty or thirty Years. And what a bruitiſh and beaſt-like 
Generation will then People be in this Land, if the Lord take not 
care of this matter in the mean time.

Thirdly, The;/third Miſery we ſigh under, is the overflowing 
of Iniquity like the mighty Waves of the Sea. Never was there 
ſuch a Deluge of Sin ſeen upon Earth, as now covers the Face of 
the. Nation ; this is even become the covering of all Fleſh. All 
ſorts of People, of High and Low Degree, whether Secular or 
Eceleſiaſtical,' are all drencht and dyed init; in ſuch: ſort, that 
Men liye in this World in the manifeſt likeneſs of the Devil, and 
if Satan himſelf were Incarnate, you could not eafily diſcern one 
from the other. They ſet their Faces againſt Heaven, and call out 
upon God to Damn them, Soul and Body. So Divelifh they are, 
that they would fain be tormented before their time, and do oft- 
en provoke Hell to{wallow them up ; for becauſe they can be no 
liker to thc Devil in this World,. they would haſten to Hell that 
there they may. be fully like- him. Oh Monſters of Mankind ! 
Oh the true Seed of the Serpent ! the right Generation of Yipers # 
Ye have been fore-warn'd by God to flee from the Wrath to 
come,but who hath warn'd you'toflee unto it? Who among the 
Tcmote Nations would believe the report of all your Villanies * 
The very rehearſal of them would put them into Pangs; and the 
bare hearing of them into Tremblings : their Sayings and Doings 
are ſuch, as are not fit to be mentioned or recited among' Men!

He hath brought upon thee the days that have 
not come on thee ſince thou waſta City ; He hath ſtained the 
Pride of thy Glory, and brought into contempr all thy Hogouz 
Table Perſons : they that did feed delicately wereleft defolate in 
the Streets; they that were brought up in Silks and Scarlet em- 
braced Dunghils : they that dwelt in well built Houſes were glad 
to ſhelter themſelves 1n Booths,and to crowd their heads in deſo- 
late places; they are comedown from their Glory to fit in Duſt. 
For thy filthineſs was found in thy Skirts, therefore thou waſt 
brought down wonderfully. How are thy Merchandiſe of Gold

Man : our Trade is -every where decayed: our Gold and Silver 
are exhauſted and drained away : our Eſtates are impoveriſht and 
waſted : the Abundance we had gotten and laid up, is departed ; 
our 'Exactions and Taxes are heavy upon us, ſo thet we eat our 
Bread with ſorrow, and drink with fighing, for they have found 
out our Riches as a Neſt, and as one gathereth -Eggs that are 
left, ſohave they gathered the Subſtance of the Nation, and there 
was none that durſt move the Wing, or open the Mouth to the 
People. Weare brought ſo low that we have forgotten Proſpe- 
rity ; but wedaily: mourn'/and fade away ; for we are filled with 
bitterneſs, .and made:drunk' with Wormwood. For' our Wiſe 
Counſellors are become Fools, Underſtanding is periſhed from 
them : our Princes are rebellious, and Companions of-Thieves': 
they are Riotous Perſons'that eat not for Strength but for Drunk: 
ennels.. Our Counſellors take Counſel, but nor of God, but againſt 


him ; 
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him: our Jiidges abhor'ttrue Judgment; and pervert all Equity : 
they turn Judgment into Gall, and the fruit of ' Righteouſneſs: 
into Hemlock : they juſtthe the Wicked for a Reward, and take 
away the righteouſneſs of the Righteous-from him: - Our Prieſts, 
of all Titles and Degrees, are like roaring Lions in the midft of 
us, ravening the Prey ; they rob the * Purſes of Men ; they im- 
priſon their Badies ; they devour their Souls : they live in Riot- 


ingand Drunkenneſs, they commit Adultery, and ſpeak Lyes : 


they ſtrengthen the hands of Evil Doers, that none doth return 
trom his Wickedneſs. Our People are fooliſh and - unwiſe, a 
coinpany of treacherous Men, that ly in wait for precious Souls ; 


they are perverſe Children, who have forſaken the Law of the - 


Lord, and have {aid tro the Holy One of' /ſracl, Depart from! us. 
Wherefore we are become a baſe Kingdom, becauſe we have re- 
jected all righreoulnels ; yea, the baſeit of Kingdorhs, becauſe we 
have Apoſtatized trom the Truth. Of a Pleaſant and Joyful 
Land, we are. become ® Land of Trouble and Anguiſh ; where 
is the Young and Old Lion, the Viper and fiery flythg Serpent: 
We are become a Mingled People, Strangers devour us in our 
preſence ; they devour our Strength, they ſwallow up our Rich- 
es, they cat up our Bread; yea'they deſtroy us; our Cities and 
Towns, and there 15 none to reprove'them. We who were the 
chief of Nations, the Princeſs of Provinces, who when we ſpake 
there was trembling tothe ends of the Earth, are now become 
weak and contemptible; becauſe our Rock hathfold us, and the 
Lord hath ſhutus up, Therefore the Pomp of our Strength hath 
cealed, and our Spirit fails in the midſt of us.

brought us down to their feet, humbly to beg their favour, and 
have made us aRepreach, a Proverb and a Hiffing'toall Nations. 
© Emneland who {hall bevwail thee 2 What Lamentations ſhall we 
rake up for thee? Oh that thou wert ſenſible of thy Stroke and 
could(t bewail thy ſelf, for thou haft ſinned grievoully, therefore 
art thoucaſt out of the Mountain ef the'Lord, thon art caſt tothe 
ground, and laid before Kings and Nations, that they may behold 
thee.

And one is, te.have the: Nation quite overrun with Popery,and 
to have the Popes Throne of: [niquity new ereted amongſt'us. And 
are there not twarms of Prie#s and Feſvits earneſtly: at ''work to 
bring this to paſs? they having emptied their Popifſh 'Cloyſters 
and Monaſteris.trom beyond Sea into Erglazd,.topromote their 
Catholique Deſign,here; And they knowing who-ſtands ar their 
right hand, [have done it with. great boldnels, and with coo great 
{ucceſs,For they. have perverted not only very many of the Com - 
mon People,but ſome Nobility alſo,and. many Gentry. | And they 
have two great Engines to advance their defign, to wit, on 
the one hand Safety, on the other Danger ; . on the one hand Pro- 
motion, on the other D-ſ{iruttion ; oa the one hand Life, on rhe 
other Death ; with the one of them they allure, with the other 
they terrife z,-with the one they draw whom they can. with the 
other they drive whom they cannot draw. And theſe' Engines 
are of that force, that thereby they have conquered many weak,

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how could you bear the ſeverity of their Eccleſiaſtical Courts and 
Cenſures, and to be /proncunced Heretiques by thoſe who ate 
themſelves the greateſtHereriques in the World « how could You 
Noblemen and Gentlemen, who have your Eftates, or part of 
them,in Abbey and Church-Lands, as they were' called, be con- 
tenttohave them taken away from You and your Poſterity, and 

iven back again to maintain Abbots, Monks, Friers,, Nuns and. 
Lak kind of Popiſh Vermin and Zoinſts, which, if once admitted, 
will eat up again every green thing in the Land { And let me tel 
you, that all theſe Eftates of yours, they do nor only promiſe to 
themſelves, bur verily expe them. Yea farther, how could 
you iindure to have your loving Husbands taken from your Heads, 
and your dear Wives torn-out of your Boſoms, your ſweet Chil- 
dren dragg*dourt of your Houſes, your near Relations and friend- 
ly Neighbours: bawlled and hurried into Priſons and Dungeons, 
andthere to be wracked, ſtarved, rormented, and at laſt (if they 
live toit) tobe pur alive intothe flames of Fire,there to be burner 
and conſumed to Aſhes'? and that only becauſe they fincerely 
cleave to Chriſt and his Goſpel,and will not adhere to Antichriſt, 
nor receive -his Mark, nor do his Helliſh Drudgery 2 how could 
you indure to ſee this cruel Beaſt of Rometo play Rex herein Eng- 
lazd again ; and though he be the Firſt-Born of the Devil, yer ro 
ſer himſelf up above all thar is called God,and Worſhipped ? And 
yet you are-now in more danger to ſee all theſe things come to 


pals (becauſe you receivzd net the truth in the love of it, whilſt you 
enjoyed it)than your Predeceſſors have been thisHundred Years, ' 


they having now gotten both Wind and Tide with them, even 
Opportunity and 7uconragement. Wherefore a Great Man conclud- 
&d, That now certainly the Papiſts would do their Work, they were 
in ſo fair a way. But he reckoned without his Hoaſt. And 
let my Proteſtant Country-Men ſhould be too much diſcouraged 
in-this apparent and approaching Danger, Iwill furnifh you with 
ene Rich Cordial, out oithe Words of He#ry the YIII. which he 
dircQed to the Papifts inhis days, in his foregoing Declaration 
againſt them : where he ſaith, re you not wicked which ſo hate the 
Truth, that except ſhe be utterly banifhed, ye will never ceaſe to vex 
her? The Living God ts alive, neither can Truth his Darling, He be- 
ins alive, be called to ſo great ſhame, contumely and injury as you would 
have her, and if ſhe may be called to all theſe, yit can ſhe come 
to none of them, Who he that grievouſly lamenteth not! Men to be 
come to ſuch Shameleſs Bolaneſs, to ſhew apertly that they be Enemies 
to Chriſt himſelf? -on the other ſiae, who would not be glad to ſee ſuch 
Men, as fooliſh as they be Wicked ? For they work a deceitful 
Work, andby all their cunning Craftineſs, Myſterious, and 
Induſtrious AQings, they only dig the Pit, into which they muſt 


fall themſelves, and contrive the ruine that muſt be their own 
Portion. 
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Your Second Danger, is to have the moſt Cruel and Inhumane 
Maſſacre executed upon you, that eyer yet was commitred 1n the 
World, by the Conſecrated Hands and Weapons of the Pap/ts. 
And this Glorious Service of theirs is deſigned upon the £E»gliſh 
Proteftants, tor the lingular Promction ot the Carholiqgne Caulc, 
which hath its way ulually prepared 1ato all Nations,: by Fire 
and Sword. The Wrath of rhe Papiſts is ſo kindled againit you, 
and they are ſo thoroughly {et on tire from Hell, that they are 
ready to break forth into their greateſt flames, and toendeavour 
the-DeſtruQion ot AU at Once. It is well known, how well they - 
are Hors'd and Arm'd, and how they train their Troops againſt 
the Bloudy Day intended. It is well lawen, how well they are 
furniſh'd with Money, intended for other purpoſes. It is well 
known what numbers of Freach Men are brought into the bow- 
elsof the Engliſh ; and many Noblemen and Gentlemen are ſv 
pleaſed with the Children of thoſe Strangers, that they have 
French Servants, Papifi5,to atrend them, whom they have well 
Mounted and Armed, enough to make a little Army of them- 
ſelves. And this they do that their ſtrength may be hidden till 
opportuniry ſhall ſerve to make it appear, Iris well known that 
the chief Places of Strengrh, and many Chief Commands are in 
the hands of Papiſts, And now they become {o numerous, and 
having ſuch power, what is there wanting but a convenient Op- 
portunity to fulfil ail that is in their Hearts, upon Secure, Unar- 
med, Unprepared People,and to diſpatch their work in few days, 
and eſpecially upon thee O Zox4on, who art their chieteſt Eyc- 
Sore. O Ezgland, (except the Lord prevent it) thy Calamity is 
near, at the very Door : and thou maylt expeQ every day, now 
Peace is made Abroad, when theſe will unſheath and draw their 
Swords upon you here at Home: and you muſt be charg'd in 
the Kings Name. (for ſo they will abuſe it) to ſtand ſtill, and to 
hold forth your Throats to Murderers. You cannot forger the 
dreadful Maſſacre at Parr, nor that late more dreadful and blou- 
dy Maſſacre of the Exgliſh Proteſtants in Ireland, when more than 
a Hundred Thouſand Innocent Perſons, Men, Women and Chil- 
dren were in a very ſhort time, with the greate& Cruelties and 
Torments that ever were heard of, murdered by them; and what 
Authority they pretended for it. But they have treaſured upin 
their minds the fulneſs of all Cruelties, for you Engliſh-men.They 
have diſcovered ſomething of their Kindneſs and good Pleaſure 
ro you in their firing the City of Zoxdoz, which they have left as 
an Everlaſting Monument of their Treachery and Villany to Zxg- 
land, and of their hatred to. Fagliſh Proteſtants; and let this moſt

And when the kindl- 
ing of {ome of theſe later flames, was related to Great P-r{on, 
they laughing ſaid, Now the Game ts. begun again t for they make 
bur a May game of conſuming all. And yet Fire only will not 
{atisfie them, it is bloud muit follow, or they are never the near. 
It is youO Ergbſh Proteſtants, whoſe lives they thirſt after, and 
they can neither eat nor drink comfortably, nor fleep quietly, 
till they be filled with this Veniſon, And therefore of you it 
may be truly ſaid, 7our lives art in jeopardy every hour, 

Yet {or all this let us not deſpond nor caft away our Confi- 
gence, ſaying, Onr hope 5 cut off, ana we are periſhed ; for he thar 
{its 1n Heaven laughs them to ſcorn, even the Lord hath them in 
Derition : and though we hold our p-ace, he will ſpeak ro them 
in his Wrath, and vex them in his fore diſpieaſure. He will 
make his Arrows drunk with their bloud, and his Sword ſhall 
devour their fleſh, from rhe beginning of Revenges upon the Ene- 
my. Reorce O ye Nations, with his Paople, for he will avenge the 
Blond of his Servants, and will r:nder Yao ance to his Adverſaries, 
and will be m:rciful to his Laud, axdto his Peopl:, 

Thiraly, Another of your Dangers, wh:6h alſ9 is one of the 
orcate(t, 1s your own Heedleineſs and ftrange Security, in the 
midl{t of ſuch thick Clouds and Storms which have cacompaſſed 
us round, able to awaken even dead Men. How ſtupid and ſort- 
iſh were youatthe burning of your City, when you faw with 
i OUF OXx7neies, your Houles, your Subltance, your Riches, all 
conſuming together 1n thole furious fHla.nes before your taces ; 
et how inſeniible were you of your deplorable condition £ how 
regardicls oi that heavy hand of God ? how inlenſible of the 
Treachery and Cruelty of Men 2 who did not only begin thoſe 
fames, bur alio continue them in the Progreſs they had appointed 
tor them, Had youthe Brains or Hearis of Men, to ſutter thoſe 
Incendiaries who were taken in the very A&, to be reſcued from 
Juſtice, and relealed to carry on their Villany again ? ſurely you 
were iy Svrtiſh, that had not the Lord been the more merciful 
to you,. your Lives and Houſes had periſhed together,as it was de- 
ſigned. Moreover, how inlenſible have you been of the Popiſh 
Plot,and intended Maſſacre as if thoſe good Men had been bur 
in Jeſt, when a Regiment of Papiſts was brought up to ſecure the 
Proteſtants, anda company of Wolves ro guard the Flock, and 
when ſome of rheir own Pens and Lips reveal their minds, why 
ſhould you yer be ſo ignorantotit, whoare wholly concerned in 
it Whereforeas your Lives hitherto have been dear to God;fo 
Jet them now alſo be dear to your ſelves, and do not you fay, 
Peace, Peace, when the Papiſfs intend and prepare D:ſtrudtion, 
Deftruttion'; hut.let that be verified of you, which Henry YIIE. 
faith of his time ; ro wit, Zhe World i not now in ſo light a ſuſpici- 
on of you (Papilts)' as it hath been hitherto LI" every wy, =o 
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before his Eies, your deceits, your Wicked Afinds, your Immortal 
Hatred againſt the, Truth, and the Profeſſors af it, every May ſees 
how many miſerable Tragedies your pretence of an Unity and Concord 
hath brought into Chriftendom.. 7 hey ſee your fair face of Peace 
hath ſerved Sedition, and troubled almoſt all Chriftian Realms. And 
therefore ſeeing they were {o quick-{ighted who lived above an 
hundred and thirty years ago, to ſee and foreſee the Treache- 
ries and Cruelties of the Paprfts," let not us who live ſo many 
years after, and have had far greater experience of them, he al- 
together blind, and ſee nothing at all, in the clear Noon-{hine of 
their Doings. 

Wherefore let all be admoniſhed, that after the defired Tidings 
of Peace they be not ſo eagerly addicted to the rebuilding their 
Houſes, and regaining their Trade, and proſecuting their World- 
ly Aﬀairs and Concernments (whilſt yet they are uncertain of 
the enjoyment of any thing) that they become careleſs and re- 
gardleſs how it fares with the Church of Chrilt and his Goſpel 
(which 1s the very light and life of our Souls, as well as the foun- 
dation of all our outward coratorts) or how ative and watchful 
the Brood of ztichriſt, which lurks amongſt us, becomes, that 
they may deprive us of our Religion and Lives ; and fo, be as 
greedy Birds that are ſcratching for tood,whilft the Net is ſprea- 
ding over them to catch them at unawares, for what will it 
profit you to win Eſtates, and toloſe your Lives? your Lives are 
better than your Eftates ; and your Eftates are but for the com- 
fort of your Lives. And if the Enemy take away your Lives, 
whoſe ſhall your Eſtates be 2 they ſhall even become a reward to 
the Murderers. n 

Awaken therefore O Proteſtants and Engliſh Men out of your 
decp and dangerous Security ! and ſtand upon your feet like 
Men : Yedead men liveagain, and I will humbly and faithfully 
adviſe you (as I am able) out of very love, in a few things, 


t. My Firſt Advice is, that you believe none of their pretend- 
ed fairneſs and kindnefs to you, ſeeing their hearts are wholly 
againſt you, and their hatred to you 15 immortal ; even the ha- 
tred of the Devil in the Hearts of Men, which 1s a cerrain fire of 
Hell which goes not out by Day or by Night. But know for cer- 
rain, when they promiſe fair, thty arenot to perform any thing, 
but the quite contrary : when they ſeem to kiſs you, they intend 
to kill you; whea they ſuffer you to be quite, 'tis that they may 
bring the greater Trouble upon you z wheh they retreat from the 
exerciſe of their fiercenefs, *tis that they* return upon you with 
the greater Fury, when you ſhall lefs think of it ; for their whole 
Tradeis Deceit and Yiolexce. Though Satan transform himſelf 
intoan Angel of Light, yetitill 18 he is the Prince cf Darkneſs ; 
and theſe his Followers are exattly like him, both to deceive and 
to deltroy : they will change their Colours, like Protems, to de- 


cerve 
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ceive you; but they will never change their cruel Minds; but 
they that will be deceived, let them be deceived. 


_ 2. My Second Advice is, that none either Plot or Attempt any 
thing againſt the preſent Power, but that all ſtand fill in their 
Place and Calling, like Wiſemen with their Eies in their Head, 
quierly waiting for the Salvation of God. For no Mans Hands 
can help him in this Matter, but our ſtrength is to fit till, We 
can n9 more change Kingdoms and Governments in the World, 
than we can alter the Courſe of the Sun or Moon in the Hea- 
vens; but it is the Great God that muſt do theſe great things. 
It.is the molt High God that reigns ih the Kingdom of Men, and 


gives them to whomſvever he will. And when his time is come, 


the ſet and full time, and the moit High ſhall utter his Voice,his 
intruments ſhall be at his foot, ready to do his work, even to 
execute the Vengeance written ; and all his mighty Providences 
{hall concur, to bring about the Council of his Will. Wherefore 
remember; that Mans raſhnefs carrys ruin in it, but Patience per- 
feats byzh Gods Works and Mans. 7x Patience poſſeſs your Souls. 

Wherefore all that we would do, if we might be heard by 
thole thatare inſtruQted to help, at this needful Time 1s, only to 


deſire for the Glory of God ,and the Nations good; and their own, 
theſe three things. 


t. That the dear and precious Goſpel of our Lord and Saviour 
may be permitted publiquely to be Preached again, in the Purity, 
and Power of it, and that the faithful Teachers may be reſtored 
to their Miniſtry throughout the whole Nation. For when Jeſus 
Chriſt whohath all Power in Heaven and Earth given into his hands, 
hath commanded his Miniſters to go and teach in all Nations. How 
can you Worldly Powers, who have but a little Power in this 
Nation, anſwer it to him, when you forbid that to be done which 
he hath ſo ſolemnly commanded 2 He that hath all Power in Hea- 
vez and Earth hath commanded his Miniſters to teach his Goſpel, 
and dare you who have but a little power on Earth, and none at 
all in Heaven forbid them ? If you do not repent of and amend 


this our Evils, it had been better for you;that you had never been 


born. » 

2. Our ſecond deſire is, That all Popiſh Commanders may be 
Disbanded, and-pur out ofall Office and Truſt in a Proteſtazt 
Nation $ and that all Papiſts through England may be diſarmed ; 
ſeeing they are not armed for us, but againſt us. 


2. Thatall French and O#tlandiſh Men may be baniſhed ; for 


they are but Moths in our #zeliſþ Garment, to fret it by degrees, 
all to pieces ; as they have fretted a great deal of it already. 


And 
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And what Engliſh-man or Proteſtant is there, that wii! nur jy/! 
with us in theſe neceſſary Deſires, ' which if they benor granted; 
farewel all Good Days from Zxgland for our time. | 

And now to conclude all, I ſhall only leave two or three Sove- 
reign Antidotes with my dear Conntry-Men to- preſerve them 
from the noyſome Contagion and Plague of Popery. on. 


I. Corfider with Trembling, that none are given up to this 
Damanable Deluſion but thoſe whoſe Names are not Written in 
the Lambs Book of Life, as the Spirit of God affirms Rev. 1 3.8. lay- 
ing, nd all that dwell upon Earth ſhall worſhip him (i.e. the Beaſt 
or Antichriſt of Rome) whoſe Names ave not written in the Book of 
Life,of the Lamb ſlain from the Foundation of th: World, And what 
Perſon would carry ſuch a Worm in his Conſcience continually, 
for the whole World, and all the Kingdoms and Glury of it, as 
to know and certainly to underſtand, that his Name # xt writter 
in th: Book of Life, nor can ever be put in; for all the Writings in 
that Book are from Eternity, and no new thing can be inſerted in 
it. And therefore let Men ſay v hat they will, rhey are none of 
Gods EleX, whoclole in with this Falſe and Hc:etical Religion, 
after the Goſpel hath been Preached to them, atid they have been 
inſtructed init. For to depart from the known Truth to known 
Error, 1s not a Sin of Ignorance, but of Malice ; and this is the 
Sin unto Death, for which there is no Remiſfſion. Wherefore ler 
every one that would atrain to any comfortable Aſſurance that 
his Name 1s Written in the Book of Zife, flee from Popery. 


2. They that Apoſtatiſe to this Falſe Religion, are as ſurely 
to be Daman'd, as it they were in Hell already, This 1s a hard 
laying, but a True One : as it is evident in that of Pazl, 2 Theſ.2, 
where ſpeaking of Antichriit, that /Yicked On:, whoſe coming ts 
after the working of Satan. with all Power and Signs, ana Tying Won- 
ders,and with all deceiveableneſs of Unrighteonſneſs in them that periſh, 
becauſe they recetved not the love of the Truth, that they might be ſaved. 
He adds," Az for this cauſe God ſball ſend th:m ftrong Delaſions that 
they ſhould b:lieveaLye,that they AH may be Damn'd that b:lieve nor 
the Truth, but have pleaſurein Unright:ouſneſs- This ſort of People 
God gives them up to believe a Lye, the Grand Lye of Popery 
(for this whole Religion is nothi® elſe but one continued = 
trom the beginning to the end of it) to the intent, that they 
ſhould all Periſh and be Damn'd. This 1s the Word of God, a- 
gainſt all wiltul:Pap:#s, and it cannot be made void. Zohz alſo 
teſtifies Rev.14:9. thar an Angel Broclaimed with a loud voice, 
ſaying, f any Man Worſhip the Beaſt and his Image, and receive his 
Mark in his: Forehead, oy in his hand, the ſame ſhall drink of the Wine 
of the Wrath of God which tc poured out without mixture into the Cup 
of his. Tadignativn. and he ſhall betormented with Fire and Brimitone, 
in the preſence of th: holy Angels, and in the preſence of the Lamb z 
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and th: Smoak of th:ir Torment aſc:ndeth up for ever and ever : and 
they have no reſt Day nor Night, which Worſhip the Beaſt and his Image, 
and whoſoever receiveth the Mark of his Name. In which Scripture 
you may {ce with open face, the ſad end of all the Popiſh Genera- 
tion : which is to be tormented for ever and ever. Wherefore out 
of very Malice, they have been, are, and will be our Tormentors 
here, when they get opportunity, becaufe the Devil is to be their 
Tormentor in Hell for ever. Wherefore who ever would avoid 
the Torments of Hell let him fly from Popery, 


3- Laſtly Antichriſt is now in his Old Age, and draws near his 
End, yea 1s drawing his laſt breath. He is very ſhortly to be ut- 
terly deſtroyed with the Spirit of Chriſts Mouth,and the Bright- 
neſs of his coming. And what Wiſe-Man,yea what Man of com- 
mon reaſon would join himſelf ro Aztichr;ff, for one hour, yea 
for one quarter or minute of his hour { If Men might have reign« 
ed with him many years, and have enjoyed his Delicacies for a 
long Seaſon, then might it have been a ſtrong inducement to a 
carnal heart, who ſeeks his Portion only in this life, to have cloſ- 
ed in with him ; but now todo it when his Deſtruction draws 
near, whatextream Folly and Madneſs muſt it needs be « Who 
would venture a Board that Ship which is juſt a ſinking 2 or be. 
come a Subje& in that Kingdom which is juſt ready to be rooted 
up? and confident Iam through God, that. after Antichriſt and 
his Brood of Serpents, have play*'d a few more of their old cruel 
Pranks anew in Z#zg1and, both He and They will become ſo ut- 
terly odious to All, that their Name ſhall be no mere remembred 
among us but with higheſt Contempt and Indignation, and that 
for ever. And let the Lord ſay Amer, and all his People. 
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N D now 0 Lord, to whom ſhould we look ? our Etes are 
only into thee. And we beſeech thee to look down from 
 Heawveen, the Habitation of thy Holmeſs, and of thy Glory, "upon 
us, and npon our preſent Sad, and almoſt Deſperate Condition : 
and ſtretch forth thy Holy Arm to maintain Thine Own Good Cauſe, 
(which thine Enemies ſcorn and deride, and laugh at among them- 
ſelves) and to help afflicted Righteouſneſs, and thine own poor 
People, who are brought very low, ſo that their belly cleaveth,even 
to the duſt. Indeed, ain is the Help of Man, and our Enemies 
ſay, There is no help for us in God : But yet we know there 
is help in thee, and that thy belp is never in vam. For thou can$t 
do the greateſt Things by the ſmalleſt Means, yea thou canſt do the 
greateſt Things, without all Means. For thou ſpakeſt and the 
World was made, thou didſt command, and it ſtood faſt. There- 
fore onr Eies dre unto thee, O Lord, and we do believe that thou 
canſt do all things ; and can ſo do them, that none can reſiſt thee. 
Is any thing too hard for the Lord ? ſhall we call thy Power 
in (ueſtion,who didst prepare a ſafe paſſage for thy People through 
the mighty Waters, and didſt cauſe them to walk 'on dry ground 
through the depths of the Sea.* Take therefore thy great Power 
and come and Reign m the midſt of theſe thy greateſt Enemies, till 
thou make them All thy Footſtool, and till thou ha5t put down all 
Rule, Authority and Power Which lifts up its Head, and ſtretch- 
eh forth its Arm againſt thee, O Lord, and thy Holy and Bleſſed 
Gopel, and thine Anomted. Oh cauſe Iniquity to Stop its Mouth , 
and Wickedneſs to hide its face agam. Let Violence no more be 
heard m our Land, nor Waſting and Destruttion within our Bor- 
ders; let the cauſe of the Fatherleſs and of the Widows be juſtly 
Judged, Let thy Priſoners be logſed, and thine oppreſſed be eaſed ; 
let them be helped, who have no helper. Make way with thy ſtrong 
Arm for thy own Labourers to continue to come to thy Harveſt- 
Work ; for thy Harveſt (we truſt ) is very great in England. 
And therefore 0 Thou into whoſe hands all Things are delivered of 
the Father, and all Power in Heaven and Earth is given ; and 
who by this Greateſt and Higheſt Authority of 'Thine, haſt com- 
manded thy Miniſters, to go and teach all Nations, after thou didſt - 
ſend them: Oh do thou make way for them to teach this Unworthy 
Nation, before the Coming of the Son of Man ; that through their 
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miniftring thy Word, thy Church may awake and rouze up it ſelf, 
and put of i its filthy R aiment, and may be reſtored to the Bright- 
neſs of its firft riſing, when it was full of faith and love,” and all 
Graces and Gifts T* Holy Ghoſt, without any mixture of Anti- 
chriſtian Errors, that all thy People may ſtrive together for the 
Faith of the Goſpel, and not quarrel any longer about e empty Forms ; 
but may with One Mind, and with One Mouth confeſs the Truth 
as it is in Jeſus : and then ſhall all Kings bow down before thee, 
and all Nations that fp Thee, they ſhall ſing forth the Honour of 
thy Name and make thy Praiſe Glorious. Amen. 
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
